Then the island, slowly subsided, while 
the coral continued growing, Thus by 
degrees the centre of the island, firm 
land, would disappear beneath the sea, 
while the coral ring round it would re- 
main, raised above sea level by debris 
of all kinds, encircling a lagoon, It 
seemed an excellent theory till various 
observers, the last of whom is Mr. 
Wood-Jones, noted that there was no 
proof whatever that the Keeling Atoll 
was subsiding, and that far from the 
lagoon slowly deepening, as Darwin’s 
theory required, it was slowly growing 
shallower, 


The next theory assumed was that the 
coral began to grow from the tops of 
submerged banks or mountains, and that 
it grew more vigorously on the outward 
side of the reef, and gradually died on 
the inner side and centre of the reef, 
The centre of the reef was then carried 
away in solution by the sea, and thus 
the lagoon was formed, Again this 
theory required the lagoons to deepen, 
and we have seen that they are shoaling, 
and there is no proof whatever of the 
fancied ‘‘solution,’’ which ought, if it

|SETBACK TO BRITISH SUFFRA- 
GETTES 

Shanes Bill granting the franchise to 

women in the :Louse of Commons 

was first greeted with 2 burst of 
sunshine; then came ‘‘u frost, a chill- 
ing frost.’’ In other words, the vote 
te ite second reading was. passed, then 
rescinded by a majority vote to refer 
| it to a committee of the whole House; 
that is, the prisoner at the bar was to 
be tried over again, because the sen- 
tence of the jury did not suit Judge As- 
quith. As The Tablet (London) neatly 


**By a majority of 109 the House of 
Commons has decided that Mr. Shackle- 
ton’s Bill ¢onferring the parliamentary 
| franchise on certain classes of women 
ought to become law; a few moments 
later the same House of Commons, by a 
|majority of 145, decided thatthe bill 
shall not become law. They blessed the 
bill, and then, without even a decent 
interval, they ‘proceeded to strangle it, 
| It was in keeping with the tangle ot in 
Sincerities by which the movement has 
been surrounded pow for forty years, 
|'To pass the second reading of the bill 
| neant nothing, but to send it at once to 
nu standing committee meant business, 
and so leave was at once refused, The 
;net result is a decided setback to the 
}cause. It is now certain that the pres 
jent House of Commons does not mean 
;to allow women to have the vote.’’ 


| Mr. Asquith allowed the bill to’-be 
| brought in and debated because of his 
|**desire to fulfil an extorted pledge’’ 
; made before the lust general elections, 
He, however, took care that it should 
|be shelved as a matter of ‘‘ political 
tacties.’’ To quote the editorial in The 
Nation (London) which condemns the 
‘*tucties’’ of the Prime Minister:

| a8 prevails just pow has perils of its 
own, especially for a party whose pos 
| sibilities of progress depend upon keep 
ing alive faith in ideas and enthusiasm 
for social reforms. The reference of 
every critical step to the arbitrament 
of a short-range party opportunism is 
not even sound tactics, for it fails to 
write off the moral and intellectual 
damages which such timidity involyes.'’

A PINE THAT’S A PUZZLE 


PPER CALIFORNIA is the home of 

a tree that has puzzled botanists, 

It is a pine which will grow only 

near the sea coast. Its growth is slow, 
und it does not attain to "great size. 

The strange thing about it ‘is that 

there are, to all appearance, insurmount- 

able difficulties in the way ‘of the. per- 

petuation of the species, Harper's 

Weekly states that some specimens of it 

exist in. Kew Gardens, England. They 

have been carefully examined by com- 

petent authorities, and all admit that 
the tree presents a : y 


hg elsewhere met. with. 
The pine produces at regular inter- 
vals the usual cones, coutdinings seeds, 
but, strange to say, the cones are. so 
thoroughly protected that the seeds can- 
not be released.. The cones are hard 
and tighly closed, and have strong over- 
lapping scales, 

More extraordinary still is the fact 
that the pine, after producing its al- 
most invulnerable cones, keeps them 
hanging on its branches year after year. 
Unless through some peculiar accident, 
the seeds would apparently remain at- 
tuched to the payent tree forever, Many 
of the cones. on ee treés in Kew Gar 
dens have been there for years, as is 
shown by the size of .the branches and 
the formation of the bark. 

It has been found that the seed-vessels 
Which this tree so powerfully retains 
are so. well protected that it requires 
a strong knife, with the assistance of 
a heavy hammer, to cut the eone into 
sections. No ordinary conditions of 
temperature can make a cone open, 

The following is the only. explanation 
yet offered that seems to have any de- 
gree of plausibility. The species’ may 
be perpetuated by fire. One who has 
studied the tree asserts that nothing 
but the intense heat of a forest fire 
could ¢ompel the vones to release their 
seeds, It has been found that under the 
influence of intense heat they erack 


| open and the seeds fall out uninjured. 


THE CHIRPING CRICKETS 
IPV\UERE is an old belief that crickets, 

locusts, and other insects give 

warning of the coming of extreme- 
ly warm weather by the unusual clamor 
they make at night. As-a matter of 
fact, they chirp because it is warm, A 
certain young ‘man told recently of a 
discovery that he made last mer, 
based on the chirping of the crickets. 
He noticed, of course, that the hotter it 
was the faster they chirped; the cooler 
it was the slower they chirped, and he 
conceived the. idea of making them 
serve as a sort of thermometer. Having 
counted the number of ehirps made by 
a cricket one night, he looked at a ther 
mometer and round that it marked 64 
degrees, The ¢ricket had chirped ten 
times in a minute, By noticing it night 
after night he arrived at u regular rule, 
which is that for every degree above 64, 
the cricket chirps five times, When it 
chitps thirty times in a minute, there 
fore, you will nnd the thermometer 
marking 70 deyrees. What queer ways 
some people have amusing them 
selves!
